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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1 . The objections to the specification and the claims made in the prior Office action have 
been withdrawn in response to Applicant's amendments. 

2. Applicant's arguments filed December 20, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Fernihough et al. discloses a method of applying a coating to a gas 
turbine component, whereas the present invention is a method for the removal of a coating, and 
protecting a cooling hole in the base material while the coating is removed from the article. The 
Examiner notes that Fernihough et al. states at col. 6, lines 45-50: "In an further embodiment an 
existing old coating is left on the component 1 . In that case the cooling holes 4 are plugged and 
the old coating is removed by chemical etching after the plugs are in place. Then it is possible to 
coat the component 1 and remove the plugs as described above." Therefore, Fernihough et al. 
clearly also teaches that its masking material may be used while a coating is removed by 
chemical etching (a thermochemical process), in addition to during a coating step. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 

basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 
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4. Claims 1-2, 4-5, 1 1-12, 16, 24-28, and 30-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Fernihough et al. (US 6,265,022). 

The claims remain rejected for the reasons discussed in the prior Office action, as well as 
for the reasons discussed above in section 2. Claim 30 is anticipated because it further defines a 
means for thickening that was not selected; electromagnetic energy source was the means 
selected in rejecting parent claim 28. As to new claims 32-33, Fernihough et al. teaches that the 
filler and plastic in the plug material may include the materials claimed (col. 5, lines 48-63). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 6, 13-15, 17-23, and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Fernihough et al. (US 6,265,022). 

The claims remain rejected for the reasons discussed in the prior Office action, as well as 
for the reasons discussed above in section 2. As to new claim 29, Fernihough et al. teaches 
photo-polymerizing resins may be used. It would have been obvious for one having ordinary 
skill in the art to have used ultraviolet curing/thicknening means when using photo-polymerizing 
resins because ultraviolet light is the mechanism for curing such resins.
